BULLYING FEAR OF KIDS 

FRO MIN-DEBT FAMILIES 


REPORT SAYS CHILDREN SUFFERING AND UNHAPPY AT SCHOOL 


Thousands of children in 
Northampton go without daily 
essentials and even face bully¬ 
ing at school as a result of debt 
problems, which affect 20 per 
cent of families in the town. 
Research by The Children’s 
Society and StepChange debt 
charity revealed that more 
than 5,000 Northampton 
families were trapped by debt, 
owing a total of just under 
£10 million. 

The total owed in oth¬ 
er parts of the county is: 
Wellingborough £6,686,454; 
South Northampton¬ 
shire £4,220,824; Ketter¬ 
ing £4,805,889; Daventry 
£4,617,832; Corby £6,143,180. 

A spokesman for the chari¬ 
ties said: “Children in families 
with problem debt are more 
than twice as likely to be un¬ 
happy at school and be bullied 
because they don’t have the 
same things as their friends. 

“More than half of children 
in families with problem debt 


say they worry about their 
family’s financial situation. 

“Nine out of 10 families in 
problem debt say they have 
had to cut back on essentials 
like food, clothing or heating 
to keep up with repayments.” 

This means an estimated to¬ 
tal of 172,000 children in the 
region are affected by debt, 
which, the charities report, 
can cause them to suffer from 
worry and anxiety, experi¬ 
ence bullying and miss out on 
essentials. 

Matthew Reed, chief execu¬ 
tive of The Children’s Society, 
said: “Families in the East Mid¬ 
lands are increasingly relying 
on debt as a way to make ends 
meet, but we’re in danger of ig¬ 
noring the impact this is hav¬ 
ing on children now and in the 
future. We cannot allow chil¬ 
dren to pay the price of debt. 

“This research exposes the 
shocking reality of parents ly¬ 
ing awake at night worrying 
and unhappy children going 
without. Many families are 


feeling the squeeze and par¬ 
ents struggling on low wag¬ 
es are battling just to pay the 
bills.” 

Mike O’Connor, chief execu¬ 
tive of StepChange, said: “As 
parents become trapped in a 
toxic cycle of debt, children 
can become the unwitting vic¬ 
tims. This is not acceptable in 
a society that aspires to justice 
and fairness.” 

The statistics follow the 
launch of The Debt Trap, a 
campaign by The Children’s 
Society to lift the lid on the im¬ 
pact of debt on children’s lives. 

It reveals that struggling 
families in the East Midlands 
are, on average, each behind 
on payments by £2,000, add¬ 
ing up to a total of £203 million 
in bills and loans. 

Further analysis showed 
families with dependant 
children were most likely to 
become trapped in a “down¬ 
ward spiral of borrowing” as 
they are more likely to face un¬

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‘Please help catch the people

A grieving husband has re¬ 
issued a plea to find the van¬ 
dals that sabotaged his wife’s 
car after an inquest in North¬ 
ampton found her death was 
caused by unlawful killing. 

Newly-wed Joanna Smith, 
32, was driving to work along 
the A45 near Earls Barton on 
April 10, 2012, when a punc¬ 
tured tyre caused her Honda 
Jazz to swerve violently before 
hitting the slope of a road bar¬ 
rier and careering into a sign. 

Police launched a man¬ 
slaughter probe immediately 
after her death as it was be¬ 
lieved Mrs Smith’s tyres were 
cut deliberately beforehand, 
causing a slow deflation she 
did not notice until nine miles 
into her journey. 

Speaking after an inquest 
last week, her husband, John 
Smith, said he believed there 
were people who knew those 
responsible. 

He appeal to these people 
to come forward and said: 
“You know who did it, you 
know who it was. Just look at 
the pain and upset you have 
caused to people’s lives. 

“Joanna was a good person 
who didn’t deserve this.” 

On the evening of April 
9, 2012, Mrs Smith’s car was 
parked outside their apart¬ 
ment at Wilks Walk, in Grange 


Park. Her Honda was thought 
to have been one of two vehi¬ 
cles targeted by vandals that 
night. 

The second, a blue Fiat 
Punto owned by a neighbour, 
had a driver’s rearside wheel 
slashed, but in this instance 
the car owner, Rachael Knight, 
noticed the flat tyre on revers¬ 
ing out of the car park. 

Three other cars in the ar¬ 
ea had been attacked the night 
before. 

Mrs Smith’s tyre was punc- 
tured in such a way it would 
have appeared to be in a nor¬ 
mal condition, according to 
collision investigator, Pc Cliff 
Wilkins, of Northampton¬ 
shire Police, who spoke at the 
inquest. 


“It’s quite possible Joanna 
was completely unaware of 
the semi-deflated condition 
of her tyre,” he said. “It is a lot 
more difficult to detect if it is 
a rear tyre.” 

At around nine-and-a-half 
miles into her journey, the out¬ 
er tyre wall of the tyre ‘disin¬ 
tegrated’ , Pc Wilkins added, 
which he said could cause cars 
to swerve rapidly from ‘side- 
to-side’ as witnesses to the

crash had described. 

He concluded: “That loss of 
control was primarily caused 
by the deliberate actions of the 
people that committed that 
criminal damage. The culpa¬ 
bility must rest solely with 
that person or persons.” 

Mrs Smith, originally from 
Poznan, in Poland, managed 
a Co-operative pharmacy in 
Irchester and married hus¬ 
band, John, a sports reporter, 
in 2011. She would drive the 15 
miles from her home to work 
every day and was described 
as a competent driver, the 
court heard. 

In a statement read out at 
the inquest, Mr Smith paid 
tribute to his wife. 

He said: “She was a very 
positive and vibrant person, 
someone you couldn’t help 
but like. 

“Everyone has said since 
her death how lovely and car¬ 
ing she was and how she will 
be missed”. 

Seven people have been 
arrested in connection with 
the investigation, five boys 
and two girls. All are aged be¬ 
tween 13 and 17. No further ac¬ 
tion is being taken against any 
of them.

After weeks of speculation, the 
regulatory body announced it 
had a ‘substantive disagreement’ 
with the way the borough council 
had handled the sale of the 4,000 
BC Egyptian artefact. 

It means the borough council 
will no longer be able to apply to 
ACE for a range of grant funding 
until 2019. 

Director of ACE’s acquisi¬ 
tions, exports and loans unit, 
Scott Furlong said: “It is always 
hugely regrettable when we have 
to exclude a museum from the ac¬ 
creditation scheme. 

“However, it is equally impor¬ 
tant that we are robust in uphold¬ 
ing the standards and principles 
which underpin the scheme.” 

The ancient statue was sold at 
a Christie’s auction to a mystery 
phone bidder in July. 

A total 40 per cent of the 
£i6m sale will go to the Mar¬ 
quis of Northampton, in 
honour of an ancestral deed of 
gift.

Bury Museum was excluded in 2005 
after a Lowry painting was sold. 

The Museum of Croydon was ex¬ 
cluded last December after the bor¬ 
ough council disposed of items 
from the Riesco collection of Chi¬ 
nese ceramics. ACE also found that, 
in 2010, its sale of the Royal Scot lo¬ 
comotive did not comply with the 
accreditation standard in that the lo¬ 
comotive had not been first offered 
to other accredited museums un¬ 
der the regulatory body’s guidelines. 
A spokesman for the Museums Asso¬ 
ciation said Northampton Borough 
Council lost accreditation - not be¬ 
cause it sold the artefact, but for the 
manner in which it was sold. “If they 
had gone through the proper process 
there might have been a better out¬ 
come,” the spokesman claimed.

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Sales drop is a big issue 


Big Issue sales have plum¬ 
meted in Northampton since 
the price of the magazine was 
raised to £2.50, according 
to figures released by the 
Hope Centre. 

The charity branch in Camp¬ 
bell Street acts as the col¬ 
lection point for the town’s 
vendors, from which it used 
to distribute 1,200 copies of 
the ‘street paper’ a week. 

The publication is a vital 
income for numerous home¬ 
less people in Northampton, 
but the current weekly sales 
tally is now standing at an av¬ 
erage of 780. 

Manager of the Hope Cen¬ 
tre, Catherine Maryon, said: 
“People are happy to hand 
over a pound or a pound fifty. 

“But when you are talking 
three coins, maybe there is 
something psychological stop¬ 
ping people from buying it.” 

The sales, Mrs Maryon 
said, have been gradually 
dropping off since the rise was 
introduced in 2012. 

It used to cost £2, but in¬ 
creased by 5op in 2012 to co¬ 
incide with a title relaunch, 
which gave it a more ‘confron¬ 
tational look’, a glossier print 
finish and an editorial shift to-

wards more political content. 

Big Issue vendors, who ef¬ 
fectively run a small busi¬ 
ness, now buy their copies for 
£1.25 each and keep the same 
amount in profit, compared to 
the previous figure of £1. 

But one seller, Mark Fran¬ 
klin, 38, who regularly sells 
outside the Marks & Spen¬ 
cer store in Abington Street, 


said his income had gradu¬ 
ally dropped since the price 
change. 

“I used to sell quite a few,” 
he said. “Before lunchtime I 
would have got through quite 
a chunk of them. 

“The thing is £2 is easier for 
people to find than £2.50. 

“We do struggle to sell 
them now, we keep trying to 
say it should come down.” 

Sales of the title are down 
five per cent year-on-year 
since the price hike. But com¬ 
mercial director of Big Issue, 
Mark Reid, said the organisa¬ 
tion was left with no choice 
because of the decline in print 
sales across the industry. 

He said: “We are affected in 
exactly the same way a news¬ 
paper or magazine is, in that 
many people are moving to the 
free digital environment.” 

In response the magazine 
has launched a subscrip¬ 
tion service and an e-edition 
which can be viewed online. 
The funds generated will be 
distributed to the Big Issue ’s 
regional street teams. 

“Our view is that we would 
rather see a sale than not,” Mr 
Reid added. “But we would al¬ 
ways prefer it if people bought 
directly from the vendor.”

TV expert reveals 
medieval discoveries 


A history expert from Chan¬ 
nel 4’s Time Team programme 
presented the remains of me¬ 
dieval industry found at a site 
in Northampton town centre. 

Post-Roman pottery expert, 
Paul Blinkhorn, exhibited 
pieces of jewellery and pottery 
at a dig which has uncovered 
almost a whole street of 13th 
Century workshops. 

The findings - which in¬ 
clude the remains of a bak¬ 
ery, tanning shops and a 
possible domestic property 
- were shown to the public at 
an open day which continues 
today (Thursday). 

They were found during an 
excavation in Angel Street as 
archaeologists from the Mu¬ 
seum of London Archaeol¬ 
ogy (MOLA) prepare the site 
for Project Angel, which will 
see the construction of new 
headquarters for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council. 

Mr Blinkhorn, who lives in 
Abington and used to work on 



archaeology projects in North¬ 
ampton, said: “It’s early days to 
say exactly what we have here, 
but we have uncovered boxes 
and boxes of pieces and I will 
be looking at each individually 
to find patterns of change to 
help date the site. 

“For example, burn marks 
found on pots point to lots of 
cooking work.” 

MOLA senior project man¬ 
ager, Jim Brown, said: “We 
expected to find a series of 


medieval building plots as, 
towards the end of the 13th 
Century, the town was in its 
heyday with industry and in¬ 
vestment flooding in after the 
king said he wanted to make it 
the capital town of England. 

“We have found purpose- 
built workshops, showing to¬ 
tally different activities going 
on next to each other to pro¬ 
duce goods, probably to sup¬ 
port the merchants around 
the Kingswell Street area. 

“There are the remains 
of various ovens, including 
a bread oven and a special 
moulting oven, used for barley 
in the brewing industry. Cer¬ 
tain animal bones and tanks 
point to skinning and tanning, 
possibly indicating the start of 
the town’s leather industry.” 

The excavation began earli¬ 
er this year and is scheduled to 
finish in September. The open 
day on the site continues to¬ 
day from 1.30pm to 3pm and 
is accessible via the St John’s 
Street entrance.

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Tributes to 
martial arts 
legend, Mick 


Tributes have been paid to a 
judo master whose martial 
arts teachings inspired 
hundreds, including an 
Olympic silver medallist. 

Michael or ‘Mick’ Effernan, 
originally from Ballina in Ire¬ 
land, passed away at Clift- 
onville Care Home last week 
aged 87. 

But the judo instructor, 
who attained his black belt 
aged 82, lived most of his life 
in the Parklands area and was 
among the first to bring the 
martial art to Northampton. 

Working as a labourer in 
Kings Heath in the aftermath of 
World War Two, he and a set of 
colleagues began by practising 
throwing moves in a makeshift 
sandpit, wearing Wellington 



boots and boiler suits under 
the tutorship of Frank Patch¬ 
ing, who had served in Japan 
during the war. 

Mr Patching set up North¬ 
ampton Judo Club in a room in 
Silver Street in 1948 and Mick 
joined soon after. 

The man from County 
Mayo proved to be a natural 


in the sport, going on to win 
Midlands and national cham¬ 
pionships and acting as an in¬ 
structor at the club until the 
early 1970s. 

One of his protege’s, Stan 
Clark, said: “Mick was a bril¬ 
liant tutor, very quiet and he 
would tell you to practise and 
practise until you got it right, 
until it became instinct. If you 
had to think about a move, you 
were already too slow.” 

Mr Clark, now 75 and liv¬ 
ing in Harpole, joined North¬ 
ampton Judo Club in 1961 
and would go on to teach it in 
schools for 27years. 

Now retired, he said he 
owed his career to Mick’s 
teachings. He said: “Ijust hope 
he’s never forgotten. The town 
owes him a great deal.”

Homeowner’s 10-year 
fly-tipping troubles

A homeowner says ‘almost con¬ 
stant’ fly-tipping on a strip of 
land behind his house in 
Briar Hill has turned the area 
into a tip. 

Wayde Rathbone, of The Briars, 
said he had been attempting to 
get the borough council to clean 
up the latest pile of rubbish, 
strewn across the grassy area, 
for the past month. 

But he believes the land is 
a fly-tipping hotspot because 
many Briar Hill residents do not 
have transport to take their ex¬ 
tra rubbish to a recycling centre. 

He also said the problem re¬ 
surfaced every bin day as the 
area only received a ‘sack collec¬ 
tion’ and was not provided with 
wheelie bins. 

Now he is spending more 
time at home battling a serious 
illness, Mr Rathbone said he was 
fed up of the sight and is urging 
the council to provide residents 
with a long-term solution to 
combat the tippers. 

“They should be putting 
CCTV in here,” he said. “So they 
can monitor who is doing it and 
fine them. They should put a big 


skip here too.” 

Mr Rathbone, aged 48, a 
project designer for a web de¬ 
sign company, said he had been 
calling the council for 10 years to 
try to resolve the tipping issue. 

But cabinet member for en¬ 
vironment Councillor Mike Hal- 
lam {Con, Parklands) said help 
could be on the horizon. 

He said: “The issue of fly tip¬ 
ping in The Briars is an ongoing 
problem that we are trying to re¬ 
solve. While our partners at En¬ 


terprise are removing fly tipping 
that is reported, we agree with 
Mr Rathbone that a more long¬ 
term solution is needed. 

“Our public protection of¬ 
ficers are looking at different 
options, including stepping up 
patrols and installing surveil¬ 
lance cameras. They are also 
looking at the rubbish collec¬ 
tion arrangements in the area to 
see if more can be done to make 
it easier for people to dispose of 
their rubbish.”

The 'Boris bike’-style cycle 
hire scheme in Northampton 
has had a promising start, 
with more than 350 rentals in 
the first two weeks.

This weekthe county coun¬ 
cil reported there have been 
362 rentals so far, with 152 of 
those coming in the first week.

Changes to the best-selling 
Lexus have given it sharper 
looks while aiming to make 
it quieter, more comfortable 
and better to drive. 

That’s a demanding set of ob¬ 
jectives for a car that, to the 
untrained eye, looks much as 
before. That’s to say, a machine 
with lots of visual appeal, in¬ 
side and out. 


Beyond the more aggres¬ 
sively-styled face and new 
rear bumper, the engineers 
have been at work on places 
you can’t see, but make the 
CT200h so much nicer to live 
with. 

So, extra strengthening of 
the body and detailed changes 
to the suspension make this 
latest version quieter and 
smoother riding. 

But how quiet and how 
smooth, I hear you ask. 

The carried-over mix of 
conventional petrol engine

and electric motor remains 
a compelling marriage if 
you run the Lexus as a com¬ 
pany car, which most will be. 

The battery (sitting under 
the rear seat) only helps out 
at low speed, and then not for 
long, but it makes for impres¬ 
sive official pollution and fu¬ 
el economy figures and your 
company accountant will wel¬ 
come a CT200h on the fleet. 

You won’t pay any annual 
road tax, but since the London 
congestion charge rules were 
tightened in 2013, the CT200h 


will cost its driver £11.50 eve¬ 
ry time the car ventures into 
the heart of the capital, where 
once it roamed freely. 

Out in the sticks (or north 
of Watford, which to a Lon¬ 
doner is much the same 
thing), you can appreciate this 
made-over Lexus for its qui¬ 
etness.

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Cobblers are up and running! 


Wilder delighted as Cobblers seal rare opening-day win

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder 
admitted his team should have 
beaten Mansfield by more 
than a single goal on Saturday 
but was delighted to see the 
side record their first open¬ 
ing-day win in six years. 

Not since the 4-2 win over 
Cheltenham in 2008/09 have 
Northampton picked up three 
points in their first fixture of a 
campaign. 

On-loan Port Vale winger 
Kaid Mohamed ensured that 
sequence came to an end 
when he headed in the winner 
against a sloppy Stags side af¬ 
ter 23 minutes. 

Mohamed himself be¬ 
comes the first Town player to 
score a goal on the opening day 
since Leon Constantine did so 
- also in his debut - in that win 
over the Robins. 

It was a well-deserved vic¬ 
tory but one that might have 
been secured by a greater mar¬ 
gin, with Marc Richards and 
Ivan Toney having chances 
to make the winning margin 
more emphatic in the second 
half. 

But while Wilder admits 
his players could have - and 
perhaps should have - put the 
game to bed earlier, he was 
happy to toast a job well done 
and three points on the board. 


“Every manager is after the 
same result on the opening 
day to get their season up and 
running and we’ve managed 
to do that,” said the Town boss, 
whose team were one of nine 
to record a Sky Bet League 
Two maximum in opening 
day. 

“Mansfield are going to 
take points off teams this sea¬ 
son. They are always a tough 
team to play, especially on the 
first day. That was a tough first 
game so to get a victory is very 
important for us. 

“It was a tight first half but 
we managed to get the goal to 
get our noses in front. Mans¬ 
field are a competitive side 
and you have to fight to com¬ 
pete with them. 

“For most of the second 
half we opened up and should 
have sewn the game up. We had 
chances and I’m disappointed 
we didn’t kill them off.” 

As pleased as he was with 
the result, Wilder is well 
aware his team can improve; 
Mansfield mounted a brief, 
late spell of pressure on Sat¬ 
urday and although it came to 
nothing, the manager knows it 
is an element of the game that 
could have been better. 

He added: “Our ball reten¬ 
tion was disappointing, es¬ 
pecially in the first half, but 
there will be a lot more to 
come from us.” 



Fielding errors continue to haunt County 


YOU know the old cliche 
about catches winning 
matches? 

Well, truism or not, it is 
certainly astatement North- 
ants head coach David Ripley 
can agree with. 

He watched another poor 
performance by his side in 
the field prove costly as Der¬ 
byshire won by six runs in 
the Royal London One-Day 
Cup on Monday night.

“We put down three 
catches - all of which were 
very crucial. 

“We dropped their man 
(Wes Durston) on single fig¬ 
ures and he went to make a 
hundred. 

“(Marcus) North doubled 
his score after we put him 
down. 

“And there were chases to 
the boundary and little flick 


backs they produced in the 
field that we didn’t. 

“You put those all togeth¬ 
er and it makes much more 
than a six-run swing so that 
is where we lost the game.” 

It is not something that 
easily rectifiable either. 

After a gruelling, and at 
times demoralising, sum¬ 
mer it is perhaps under¬ 
standable that the bubble 
has burst a little in the field. 

Not that Ripley will let it 


slip. He continued: “We will 
continue to work at it. 

“We haven’t got so many 
natural athletes in our side 
at the moment. 

“Some of our better field¬ 
ers are missing through in¬ 
jury or selection issues. 

“But it has been hitting 
us all season. We can’t make 
excuses. 

“Yes it was a bit greasy on 
Monday night and the strong 
wind made it difficult to get an 


atmosphere going out there. 

“But we have been mak¬ 
ing the same mistakes for a 
longtime. 

“We will do our training 
and work hard to improve. 

“It is not easy to create the 
same intensity foryour field¬ 
ing drills now after a long 
season as it is in April or May. 

“But we have to get that 
aspect of our game at a 
higher level as it is costing 
us dear.”
